While tihe grand Lodge will be 
always anxious to lereive in the most 
fraternal spirit the brethren of any fore- 
ign Giacd Lodge whose pioceedings are 
conducted accordi'ngto the Ancient Land- 
marks of the order in which a belief in 
the Grand Architect ia tne first and most 
import- nt, it cannot recognize as true 
and genuine brethren any mtt atedLodges 
which thus dtnyi or ignore tbst belief 
Oc this vital question 1 cannot express 
my views be,ttei than to adopt the lan- 
guage ot an' anc'eat Grand Master of a 
M3ter jurisdiction: "It 
ib the entrance 


into Free-masonry that should be especi- 
ally and strictly guarded. The p-ofaue 
who seeks admission has before him 
difficulties to meet. lie has no right to 
expe :t that the way is to be made easy t_ 
him when the landmarks are sefi up for 
the protection of the brefbren. The wis- 
dom and experience of ages have sanc- 
tioned and made unalterable tttese,land- 
raark3, and it is impossiole that they can 
be modified to suit the whim, caprices, 
tastes, or- imperfection of one who has no 
companionship with 
the 
craft. Tne 


prosperity 01 Fivemasonary depends on 
the strict cheerful obedience to tLe land- 
marks. If they are subordinate to the 
wisbes or in compliance with the icter- 
cttiof those who are not of the Craft, the 
io'jnuati'^n of the Fraternity will be no 
stionger than the changing opinions of 
men whohnve no association with tne 
Fraternity. Tins ij so absurd tha*- it 
ougbt not to be spoken of only to stibw 
the7 peril and ruia that must come it the 
lundamental principles are disregarded. 
The world is filled with examples which 
such causes have produced, and the pro- 
tection of our Institution from like fate 
is lounJ in the fact that it rejects absol- 
utelyanci "refuses to follow such examples. 
During the past year the Grand Lodges 
of England, Ireland. Scotland, and Eirypt 
have marked this action of the Grand 
Orient of France with their disapproval, 
and seveied their fraternal relations. 
So 


far as I have been advised every Grand 
Lodge that has met in America during 
tnis time has dissolved its relations with 
the Grand Orient of France. The North- 
ern and Southern Supreme Councils of the 
A. and A. S. Rite have also taken such 
action. I know this Grand Lodge will 
stand faithfully by the ancient Landmarks 
of the Craft, and I trust it 
will

promptly 
and 


explictlly, but 
deliberately, as will 


vinaicate the integrity ot the Craft, and 
unite the Grand Lodge with every other 
po-ver in the Mascnic world.
